QpaanX pxinciples for th» eyoXuUons of a todlff^^. 

1, The school of the battalion compreheitfiing 
19ie principles and details of all the movementii 
tliat ought in any case to be made by a single ba&^ 
talidn, &ese principles will now be applied lo a 
brugade. 

2. In this instmctioB, a brigade consisting of 
fbur battalions will be supposed; but the itdejt 
herein prescribed are equaUy applicable to two or 
thtee battalions. 

SPoitfl of the brlsadiey-generftl In Uneaad in ebl* 

3, In line of battle composed pf several bri- 
ga^^ea, the generals of brigade will place them- 
selyes at about seventy paces in rear of the qq^t 
tres 9( their brigades. 

4. In column, Uiey wiU hold themselyes, ^ 
fboot thirty paces outside of the guides, an^ 
flibr^t witJi the centres of their brigad^e.

6. If a brigade be acting hj itself, its brigadier- 
general will, when it is in line of battle, take sncb 
position as he msij jndge necessary ; and if it be in 
oohimB, ^e will hold himself habitually at its head. 

6. The brigadier-general will look to the exact 
and regular execution of all signals, notifications 
or commands coming from the migor-general of 
the diyision to which he may belcmg; accordingly, 
he may repair, whenever he may iudge his pres- 
ence necessary, within the extent of his brigade. 

Ctoneral rales tar eommands. 

7. The general (by which term, in these evolu- 
tions, will be understood the brigadier-genertd in 
command) will always give orders to his brigade 
by word of command. 

ji, When the general shall wish to cause a move* 
ment to be executed, he will give the general com* 
mandi relative thereto. Each colonel will always 
successively repeat, with the greatest rapidity, on 
their reaching him, those general commands, un- 
less the general has given, or sent to him, an oiw 
der to the contrary. 

. 9. The colonels having repeated' the general 
eommands, as just pres^bed, will immediately 
command, and cause to be executed, without wait- 
ing for each other, the preparatory moyementf 
which, in their battalions, ought to precede tha 
execution of the general movement. 

10. The general will look to the prompt ezecn* 
ttoDL of these preparatory movements in his bri- 
gade, and rectify any errorthat may be committed 
by the colonels. 
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IL "l^b* finat command, or that which detep- 
mUies the execution of the general moremeDt^ 
will always be given by the general. 

12. The lientenant-coloneis and motors will r»> 
peat the general commands, whether of canticMn 
or of execution, as often as the wind or the noise of 
arms may prevent those commands from being 
easily heard flrom one battalion to another. 

13. When, from any cause, a colonel shall not 
have heard the general command, he will, on se#- 
Digthe battalion next to his own exeonting a f 
movement, immediately cause his battalion to ex- 
ecute the same movement, 

14. When a line has to execute a central move- 
men^ the general will go to the point which he 
may select for it, and give or send to each of the 
neighboring battalions, the order relative to the 
movement which each portion of the line has to 
execute, as hereinafter explained. 

15. In column, commands will be extended, by 
xepetition, according to the same principles. 

16. When a brigade is formed in two lines, the 
second line, in all the manoeuvres, will preserve 
its relative position to the first, and conform to 
its movements. The chiefs of the battalions of the 
second line are charged with the preservation of 
the proper distances. If the movement is to be 
exeoat^ by only one of the lines, the cautionary 
ooihmand by the general will be preceded by the 
words flrBt line, or, »eeand line. 

Position of the brii^ade battery. 

17. In line of battle, the brigade battery, con-

Ul In all the evolutions, and without orders 
to the ooatrary, the battery will preserve its rel- 
ative Dosition, and conform to the aiovemento of 
theotaer troopa 

Position of the Cavalry of the brigade. 

20. The cavalry of the brigade, oonsistingof 
fonr squadrons,' containing about eight hundred 
troopers,* unless employed in a special manner, 
will be drawn up about three hundred paces in rear 
of the centre, or wings, of the first line, if the 
brigade is in one line, and one hundred and fifty 
paces in rear of the second, if the brigade lis in 
two lines. In the evolutions, it will prese^rve itt 
relative position. 

*ft ts not intended, in tho amount of ttrifflecj WA tttnirf 
hut SiwaHted fto a brleade, eontalniiig aboafe four fhovMod im 
fkntry, to fix definitively tbe proportioQB whkdi thoAe avms of 
•errlee shoald in all cases bear to each other. These propoi*- 
tlona depend upon many exigencies, and are oonttnoally change 
Ing. As a genenU rnle^ howeYer, th« numbers h/^ge assomed 
are not far from correct and 1^111, at all erentss serve to illu- 
tnte the mancsavres of taese different arms in oo^Jnnetton.

94. This niethod of ploying a line ixhto .column 
miites several advantages: ftrst^ it maintains, 
pending tiie execution of the movemeBt,^^^ bat- 
talions in all their strength, as each forms a si^ 
ar&te mass ; second, it occupies the least ppssihle 
•lime/ as each battalion moves over the Bl]K>rteit 
time to its plao^ in the general column.

42% At the command march^ briskly repeated, 
the battalions will be put in march, and, conduct- 
ed by their colonels, will be established ip. their 
proper posts on the new line of battle. 

423. The lieutenant-colonels, as prescribed Ko. 
269, will each precede his battalion upon the new 
line of battle, and establish markers to indicate 
where the head of his battalion, shall rest. 

4tSML The movement being ended, the general 
will command :

0-425. Whenever the battalions are formed by 
mass into line of battle, with an interval of twen- 
fy-two paces between tiiem, the platoon columns 
of skirmishers of each battalion will take a po- 
sition closed in mass in rear of its last division ;

496* The prineiples prescribed in the S. B,^ 
No. 642 and following, for breaking or flaying 
into column a single battalion, formed in line of 
battle by inversion, are applicable to a brigade, 
when formed in line by inversion in the manner 
indicated No. 226 and following ; but when the 
battalions are placed, in respect to each other, in 
the inverse order, whilst their subdivisions are in 
the direct order, as indicated No. 842, other 
means, to be immediately prescribed, will be em- 
ployed for breaking or ploying the line into col- 
umn if it be desired to replace the battalions in 
the direct order. The principles prescribed in 
the 8. B., Nos. 689-41 are also applicable to a 
brigade. 

4A7. It will be rapposed that the general, la 
caosing the line to break, wishes to march it to 
the left ; he will order each colonel to cause hia 
battalion to break to the right in order to march 
toward the left (in column at full distance) as if 
it were isolated; and as soon as the battalions 
break he will put them in march all at the same

428. Iff instead of breaking the line (into col- 
umn at full distance), the general shaU wish to 
ploy it into column, say on die third battalion^ so 
that the first battalion may be in front, he will 
order the colonel of the third to ploy it into ool* 
umn, right in front, on its second division) at the 
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liAvuig assured his Ikfatettaat-colonel on l^e p«r- 
pondicQlar, will promptl j establish two markers 
behind his battiJioo, as presoribed in the S, B^ 
No. 650. 

433. The general will verify the directicm of 
these markers, rectify it if neeessary, and charge 
An officer to saperintend, pending the march, tht 
anooessive replacing of them. 

434. The gener^ will then command: 

2« BattaUcfu/dn^aird, 

435. This command having been repeated, the 
color-rank of every battalion will advance six 
paces, and its two general guides will place them- 
selves oat abreast with this rank ; the senior ma- 
jor will place himself at six or eight paces from 
the flank of the color-rank, and on the side op- 
posite to the directing battalion. 

436* The general need not occupy himself with 
the general alignment of the color-ranks and gen- 
eral guides of me different battalions ; it will sofi- 
fice if those of each battalion conform themselves 
to what has just been prescribed.

440* The direotin^batfAlion being regarded as 
infidiible hy all the others, and having thus the 
greatest inflnenee on t^em, its march will be 
aoperin tended with the utmost care; consequent- 
Ijy the general or the officer deputed bj him, 
plaeed in front of this battalion, will labor to 
maintain, its centre steadily on the perpendicular; 
to thia end, he will freqtientl j place himself from 
thirty to forty paces io front of the color-bemrer, 
&oe to the rear, and align himself correctly on the 
markers established behind the battalion ; he will 
rectify, if necessary, the direction of the centre 
corporal, as well as that of the color-bearer. 

411. If the line, of direction of this battalion be 
badly chosen, and this may often happen, as it is 
Tery difficult to determine the perpendicular with 
precision, the general and the colonel of Uiis bat* 
talion will perceive it at the end of a few paces 
by the crowdings in one wing, and the openings 
of files in the oUier. 

442. I^ for example, the line of direction, iot- 
stead of being perpendicular to the primitive line 
of battle, be taken to the right of the perpendicu- 
lar, the directing battalion will soon ||e in an 
oblique pontion to both of those lines ; the interval 
to its right will be more and more diminished, 
And that to the left increased in the same propor- 
tion, which will force all the subordinate bat- 
talloaa to oblique to the right to regain theftr in- 
tMfvals ; the gen^rali by placing himself on either 
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flank of the directing battalion, will pereeive that 
the battalions to its Hght are in advance, and 
those to its left in the rear, in respect to the false 
direction of that battalion. 

443* Promptly to remedy this fanlt, the gen- 
eral will order the senior major of the directing 
battalion to place himself thirty or forty paces 
before its centre, and to face to the rear ; he wiH 
himself go at the same time to a like distance 
behind its rear, and place, by signal of the sword, 
the senior major on the direction he may choose 
to give; the colonel of this battalion will imme- 
diately cantion the centre corporal and the color- 
bearer to conform themselves to this new direo- 
tion, and the officer superintending the markers 
in the rear will immediately establi^ them on 
that direction. 

444- If) at the end of a few paces, the general 
perceive that the new direction is not exact, he 
will promptly give another; bat with a good coup 
d*(BU, and the habit of directing lines, he will 
rarely find it necessary to change the direction 
more than once. 

445. Each subordinate battalion will maintain 
its interval on the side of the directing bat- 
talion. 

446- The preservation of intervals between 
battaliots being the most essential point in the 
march in line, the colonels will give to it the nt^ 
most attention. 

447. A battalion can only lose its interral, 
from another, by the false direction parsned by 
its ftlor-bearer. The colonel may early perceive 
this by the indications noticed Nos. 441-^, and 
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as afemedj, he will apply the means indicated in 
the 3. J5., No. 670 and following. 

448* The interval may be momentarily dimin- 
ished by openings between files ; in this ease, it 
win aaffice to caase the files to close insensibly 
[upon the centre of their battalion. 

449- The general being farther in Tear of tlw 
line ^an the colonels, may see at once seyeral 
battalions ; hence it wUl be easy for him to per* 
ce&ve whence the loss of intervals, and he will 
give prompt notice thereof to the colonels. 

4S0> "When the loss of interval is but slight^ 
and the battalion does not slant in respect to 
tibe perpendicnlar^ the colonel may confine him- 
self to oantioning the color-bearer to incline in* 
sensibly to the right or left, without taking the 
obliqae step; by this means the interval may 
be re-established withont inconvenience. As to 
the general alignment, the following rales wiU b# 
observed. 

46L A scrnpnlons attentiim need not be given 
to the maintenance of the colors and general

iibe pace, inthcmt endeayoring to maintain theoe 
selves exactly at the distance of six paees firoES 
the color-rank ; oonseqnentiy, they will not vary 
in either of those particnlars except on a eantion^ 
to that effect, from their ookmel or lieatemmt* 
eolooeL 

454' To carry through the same principle, cdl< 
onels will not scmpulonaly ^sdeavor to maintain 
their battalions alnreast with each other ; conso* 
<pientl7, they wiU not caase the step to be lenfftb- 
ened or shortened, the time to be marked or 
fnackened, except when ono or the Other shall 
evidently be necessary in order to preserveia cer- 
tain degree of harmony in the line; if it happen 
iiiat a battalion find itself a pace or two in ad* 
vanoe or in rear of the n^ghboring battaliOSM, 
this slight irregnlarity may soon correeli Itself 
withoat particnlar orders or interference. 

465* Colonels will earefoHy look to the direo« 
tion and interior order of their respective bat** 
talionSj-yoid the Iteutenant-ooloneis to the icdign* 
ment. 

456* The general will occupy himself more 
fMrtioolajrly with the directing battaliob, but |us 
attention will at the same time be gtvSB to tbe 
whdle line. 
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%XNBBAL BEMAJKKfi ON THK HABOH IN LDnE OV

457. The march in fine of battle cannot be ef- 
fected with the necessary order and harmony of 
parts, if the several battalions have not been pre? 
Tiously and individually exercised according to 
the same principles or in the S, B. 

458* Althoagh uniformity of step be the first 
element in the march in lio^ of battle, the move- 
ment win be imperfect if the color-bearer be not 
accustomed to prolong, without variation, a civen 
direction, and if the colonels have not the habit 
of conducting their battalions with address and 
intelligence. 

459. It is by the uniformity of step that the 
^ys^ent battalions can alone maintain {hem- 
selves, without effort, abreast, or nearly so, with 
eaeh other, pending the march. 

4S0. By exercising frequently, in advance, the 
fei^eants as color^bearers, in prolonging a given 
Erection, colonels may best prevent the loss of 
intervals in marching in line. 

461, Finally, it is in forming the coup cTaSt^, 
by a persevering exercise, that generals and col- 
onels can alone acquire accuracy and facility in 
Judging tibe line of direction, and of conducting 
bflt^ons on every sort of ground with the ad- 
dress and intelligenco necessary to prevent faults^ 
or promptly to correct them. 
■ 4Si. Th© general may choose, as the directing^ 
battalion, either in the line that he may judge 
the best posted for the particular march, yet, 
oC&er eonfiiderations being equal, he ought te 
give the preference to a c^tral battalion. '

530. Oolonels of the subordinate battalions 
will look with so much the greater care to the 
preservation of intervals, as a fault committed 
in this respect will not be as promptly perceived 
as in a deployed line. 

531. In every battalion the lieutenant-colonel 
will perform liie duty attributed to the senior 
m^jor, in the S, B., "So, 671, as often as the coU^ 
nel may wish to change the point of direction. 

532. The line of battalions in columns being 
in march, when a subordinate battalion encoun- 
ters an obstacle, this battalion will turn it in a 
manner so as to deviate the least from the direc- 
tion it ought to follow, and take the double quick 
step as prescribed in the S. J9., No. 761, in order 
to return into line as soon as the obstacle is 
passed. When again in line, the battalion will 
be carefrd to re-establish its interval by insensible 
degrees. 

533. If it be an interior battalion that has to 
eseoute the passage of an obstacle, the next bal>

care to keep a doable interval until the former 
battalion comes again into line.

66S. It being the wish of the general to 
march in retreat by echelon of two battalions 
he will command:

669. The second echelon will continue to 
march, and when at four paces beyond the line 
of battle, its chief will halt it, face it to the front, 
and establish it on the line by the means pre-> 
scribed Nos. 659 an^ 660.

Obliquet a^elons. 

61^, It bem^ intended to fonn echelons ob- 
liquely to the line of battle, the movement will 
be executed in the following manner. 

672. Say that the movement is to be made by 
the right ; the general will go to the right of the 
line, and determine the new direction according 
to his views. 

673. The lieutenaat-oolonel of the right' bat- 
talion will then on an intimation from th^ gen-

677. As the snhordinate echelon shall have 
changed front, its chief will cause it to take ita 
interval from the left of the echelon on its right;

being executed, he will order the left general 
guide of the left battalion to place himself on, 
tiie prolongation of the right guides a little be* 
jond the point where the left of the echelon 
will rest when in line.

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682. The distance between echelons cannot be 
fixed, the number of paces necessarily depending 
on the views of the general ; bat it ought to be 
such as to allow the battalion or battalions in the 
echelons to be formed into squares, without dan- 
genpf their firing into the other echelons. 

6§3. In the formation of oblique echelons, tb» 
distance between them will depend on the extent 
of their fronts and the angle formed hj the old 
and new directions; this distance may be either 
too great or too small ; if too great,, the general, 
before putting the echelons in march, will give 
an order to the chief of the subordinate echelon 
to tdvanoe, and then halt it at the prescribed dis- 
tance. If, on the contrary, the distance be too 
small, the subordinate echelon will only put itself 
in movement when it has the given distfuice from 
the one next in its front. 

684. In changes of front, for the formation of 
oblique echelons, the angle formed by the old 
and new directions being necessarily acute, th» 
subordinate battalion in each echelon will change 
front by the same means as the directing one, in- 
stead of ploying into doable column in order to 
march and deploy on the new line. 

.685. The line of battalions, deployed, will ha* 
bItuaUy march in echelons; but if the general 
judge it to be more advantageous, he may ploy 
each battalion into column by division, in rear 
of its first division, if the echelons are formed by 
the ri^ht, and in rear of the last division of the 
battalion, if echelons be formed by the left. 
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688. When the echelons are composed of bat- 
talions in columns, if the movement be hj the 
ri^ht, the file closer, who onght to march abreast 
with the directing battalion of the subordinate 
echelon, will place himself on the prolongation 
of the right guides of the left battalion in the 
echelon preceiing his own, and march exactly 
in the trace of those guides. If the movement 
be made by the left, the file doser wiU place If m- 
self on the prolongation of the left guides of the 
right battalion in the preceding echelon. 

687. If the formation is in two lines, each bat- 
talion of the second line will, in forming echelons, 
preserve its relative position with regard to its 
corresponding one of the first line. In this case, 
echelon bj battalion would involve the move- 
ment of two battalions, and echelon by two bat- 
talions of the whole brigade.

The fires of obli(j^ue squares also 
cross each other in every direction, except that 
of the squares themselves, and this even when 
the battalions, before being formed into squares, 
happened not to be on the same alignment. 

BXHABKS OK THE DISFOSmOK OF CHS ABTIIUEBT 
WITH THE SQVABES. 

754. If a cavalry charge is threatened, the but- 
tery will take up such positions as most effeotive- 
ly to fire upon the enemy, and at the same time 
avoid the fire of the squares. It may be found 
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expedient, to concentrate all the pieces near the 
interior of the angle of the square nearest the 
enemy ; or, the battery may be divided, and pla- 
ced near the interior angles of the two squares 
of the first line, or between the lines. 

755. As soon as tiie pieces are in battery the 
ammnnition pouches will be filled, and the lim- 
bers and caissons sent to the rear of the second 
Hne. 

756. If the gunners are driven from their 
pieces, they will take refuge in the nearest sqaaze. 
As soon as the charge is repulsed, they wiU im- 
mediately return to their pieces, and open fire 
upon the enemy.

68. When in line, the infantry of the reserve 
should most generally be drawn up in close order, 
with the interval of twenty-two paces between 
the battalions in mass. In column, the distance 
between the brigades may be reduced to fifty 
paces. 

Constitation of the reserve. 

09, In a corps d'armfee, the artillery of the re- 
serve should be equal to one half the artillery of 
the line of battle. 

70, The infantry of the reserve will be such 
part of the whole body as the general may think 
expedient, generally, however, it will be one- 
third. 

71, The reserve will be under the especial di- 
rection of the general-in-chief. 

72* The special corps including sappers, min- 
ers, pontoniers, &c., will be attached to the re- 
serves, unless their services are otherwise needed. 

73* The general may mass the whole or a 
portion of the brigade batteries, and cavalry 
forces, at one or several points on the field, as 
the state of the action, or his own judgment may 
fuggest.
